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It is the policy of the Virginia Board of Accountancy (VBOA) to publish the information of
licensees against whom the VBOA has taken a disciplinary action resulting in suspensions
and revocations, and for other professional violations.

The VBOA publishes information of persons who hold a Virginia license who are found to
be deficient in hours of CPE in the event of a previous CPE deficiency or previous
professional violation, or when disciplinary action results in suspension.

The VBOA also publishes information of unlicensed individuals and entities against whom
the VBOA has taken a disciplinary action.

This Board policy was reviewed on December 4, 2018.

This VBOA policy replaces Board Policy #5 that was effective on November 10, 2016.
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
